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Russian Cabinet threatens resignation 


MOSCOW — Some members of President Boris Yeltsin’s Cabinet said 
Saturday they were considering resigning over the refusal by Russian law- 
makers to give the president another six months to carry out his reforms. 

Lawmakers rejected Yeltsin’s appeal Saturday and ordered him to select a 
new Cabinet by July. 

Yeltsin’s Cabinet ministers denounced the resolution as a death knell for 
reforms. If they resign in protest, it could create the worst government crisis 
since the collapse of the Soviet Union. 

Andrei Nechayey, the minister of economics, told The Associated Press 
that the Cabinet planned to hand its resignation to Yeltsin “with the request 
that he speak at the Congress and ask it to abolish this decision.” 

Communist lawmakers and other Yeltsin opponents at the Congress of 
People’s Deputies have been trying to rein in the president and alter some of 
his market-reform policies, which have sent prices soaring across the former 
Soviet Union. 

Yeltsin offered Friday to temper his reforms and eventually give up the job 
of prime minister, which also carries direct responsibility for the economy. 
But he has insisted on keeping the power to rule by decree and asked to remain 
prime minister until at least Sept. 1. 

After a day of angry debate, the 1,046-member Congress rejected Yeltsin’s 
compromise and approved an amendment that would require him to propose a 
new Cabinet and nominate a prime minister in three months?" 


IRA responsible for London bombing 


LONDON — The IRA on Saturday claimed responsibility for a bombing in 
London’s financial district that killed three people and left more than 90 
injured. And it promised more attacks until British troops withdraw from 
Northern Ireland. 

Friday night’s business district bombing — and a second suspected IRA 
bombing at a major traffic junction early Saturday — came on the heels of the 
Conservative Party’s surprise win in Thursday’s elections. The attacks imme- 
diately put Northern Ireland on Prime Minister John Major’s political agenda. 

The financial district bomb, planted in a van, contained more than 100 
pounds of explosives and was probably the biggest bomb ever detonated by 
terrorists on the British mainland, police said. 

Commander George Churchill-Coleman of the police Anti-Terrorist Branch 
said the attack marked a “different dimension” in Irish Republican Army 
strategy. The IRA has claimed responsibility for previous recent bombings in 
London, mainly directed at rail lines. 


LA Police Department losers in King trial 


SIMI VALLEY, Calif. — As policemen call each other liars and defendants 
accuse co-defendants, there has been no clear winner in the Rodney King 
beating trial. But the loser is the Los Angeles Police Department. 

“No matter how this case comes out, the department is going to look bad,” 
said Gerald Williams Sr., a retired officer who came to court to denounce a 
fellow policeman from the witness stand. 

He made the comment as a lawyer suggested Williams was lying to restore 
luster to the tarnished badges of the LAPD. 

“T’m here to help with the truth, that’s all,” Williams said. “I believe the 
department’s hurt no matter which way it goes.” 

Officers Theodore Briseno, 39, Timothy Wind, 31, Laurence Powell, 29, and 
Sgt. Stacey Koon, 41, are charged with assault in the March 3, 1991, beating of 
King. 

The beating, recorded on videotape by a bystander, focused national atten- 
tion on police brutality and stirred racial tensions in Los Angeles. 


High teen AIDS occurrence shocking 


WASHINGTON — A congressional panel expressed alarm Saturday at the 
spread of AIDS among adolescents and condemned the federal government’s 
response as “a national disgrace.” 

It concluded that federal efforts are “underfunded, uncoordinated and 
largely unsuccessful” in dealing with AIDS and can’t meet the need for 
prevention among teen-agers. 

The House Select Committee on Children, Youth and Families said federal 
prevention efforts are hampered by moralistic restrictions that prevent ex- 
plicit or specific information about high-risk sexual practices and the effective 
use of condoms. 

“Few federal resources are dedicated to research or data collection that 
involve adolescents and their health care providers,” it said. “Prevention 
efforts to curb risk-taking behavior among youth are sketchy. And usesof 
explicit information about preventing HIV infection is often discouraged or 
even prohibited.” 

Eight of 14 Republicans on the panel took issue with the findings, saying 
AIDS among teens is primarily “a behavioral problem” rather than a health 
problem. 

In a dissenting report, they said sexual abstinence and strengthening the 
family, not more government programs, were the answer.

Earl, animal attendant at the shelter, 
said. 

People think the bunnies are cute 
when they are little, but they soon 
grow up and then many people don’t 
think they are cute anymore, Earl 
said. 

Some people quit taking care of 
them because they get bored with 
them. Many bunnies run away within 
ashort amount to time and are unable 
to survive nature, Ear] indicated. 

Earl said some people go on sum- 


their bunny or neglect it. She said 
most bunnies last about a month and a 
half after Easter. 

“Few people are willing to make 
the special effort required to provide 
proper care for them,” Katharine 
Brant, Humane Society spokesper- 
son, said. 

According to the Humane Society 
of Utah, national statistics indicate 
that within the first few weeks after 
Easter, an estimated 30 percent of all 
Easter pets die and another 60 to 70 
percent are abandoned or turned in to 
shelters. 

“That means that almost the total 
number of Easter animals who are 
purchased for the holiday are dead by 
the end of the next month,” Brant 
said.

Families face anger, denial, 
when terminal illness strikes

Shannon (not her real name) was 16 
years old when her mother discov- 
ered she had cancer — that she’d had 
it, in fact, for nearly ten years. 

It originated as breast cancer, but 
by the time of the doctor’s diagnosis it 
had spread throughout her mother’s 
entire system. She was given two 
months to live. 

“I wasn’t prepared at all — I had no 
idea,” Shannon said. 

“I was just in shock. When you’re 
told someone you love is going to die, 
the full significance doesn’t hit you at 
first,’ she said. - 

Denial*is 2’ ¢ommon reaction when 
learning that a loved one has a termi- 
nal illness, said Burton Kelly of the 
BYU Counseling and Development 
Center. “Often the people who expe- 
rience the most denial have the most 
difficult time if (their loved one) dies.” 

Shannon said the time following her 
mother’s diagnosis remains a blur of 
medical appointments, surgical pro- 
cedures and bewildering emotions. 

Luana Hood, a retired registered 
nurse who worked on the cancer floor 
of LDS Hospital in Salt Lake City for 
nearly 20 years, has given numerous 
lectures on terminal illness and death 
and dying. 

She said people’s reactions to a fam- 
ily member’s terminal illness vary 
from individual to individual. 

“It’s very important to realize that 
people handle it differently,” Hood 
said. 

“Hach religious group has a differ- 
ent way, each family, each individ- 
ual,” Hood said. 

Hood said anger toward God is 
common. 

“We see (God) in charge of this and 
ask, how can he do this? But the anger 
itself is part of the process,” she said. 
Often the anger is turned toward 
medical personnel, she said. 

A terminal illness does not always 
have to lead directly to death, how- 
ever. 

Shannon’s mother is still alive to- 
day. She has been given blessings by 
priesthood holders in the LDS 
Church that have told her she will 
survive, at least until certain events 
have taken place, and despite many 
setbacks — she is currently in the 
hospital because the cancer has af- 


fected her spinal cord — her family 
remains guardedly hopeful for the fu- 
ture. 

Amy Neser, 20, from Simi Valley, 
Calif., was six when her brother 
Nathan was born with a rare, life- 
threatening blood disorder that de- 
veloped into aplastic anemia. The dis- 
ease is usually fatal. 

“Our lifestyle really changed,” she 
said. Because of Nathan’s fragile im- 
mune system, friends were not al- 
lowed to visit and the family wasn’t 
able to have pets. 

There sere no more family trips, 
and someone had to be with Nathan at 
all times. 

Nathan recovered)from th ‘anemia 
after a bone marprowstransp nt, but 
later suffered from ¢omplications of 
the disease and transplant. 

He now has a fibrosis of the lungs, 
and his condition is precarious. 

Living with a terminally ill family 
member entails many challenges. 

In high school, for example, when 
most teenagers are already strug- 
gling with the normal stresses that 
come with adolescence, kids with a 
family member who is sick must deal 
with a far greater burden. Gone are 
the days when the major worry is 
over the next test or approaching 
prom. 

Dealing with others’ reactions, 
while at the same time trying to han- 
dle one’s own emotions, can be im- 
mensely difficult. 

Shannon’s family was “always in 
the spotlight” after her mother’s diag- 
nosis, Shannon said. “I didn’t want all 
the attention. I just wanted things 
back to normal. It’s not fun to always 
have everybody feeling sorry for 
you.” 

Some people would avoid speaking 
about her mother’s illness or would 
avoid the family altogether, Shannon 
said. 

Others would go to the other ex- 
treme, talking about it all the time. 

When a person develops a terminal 
illness, Hood said others should treat 
the family as normally as possible. 

“Families don’t want to be known 
as ‘the family with the cancer pa- 
tient,” she said. “The illness should 
not define who the family is. 

“Acknowledge that (the illness) ex- 
ists, but don’t dwell on it,” Hood ad- 
vised.

“When a person chooses to talk 
about it, be a good listener. You don’t 
have to give them advice; just let 
them know you care and are willing to 
help.” 

Hood said caring for someone with 
a terminal illness, although often 
physically and emotionally exhaust- 
ing, can be positive in many ways. 

“It’s a good learning process,” she 
said. “You learn to give of yourself in 
a way that you can’t anywhere else. 
When you care for someone, you learn 
to truly love them.” 

Shannon said she has learned many 


important lessons from her mother’s : 


illness. 

“You get a whole new outlook on 
the meaning of life. You can hear it 
said, but you don’t get the full signifi- 
cance of what life’s really about until 
something like this happens. 

“You really see what is important. 
Nothing is more important than your 
family. School, work, possessions — 
you really couldn’t care less about any 
of those things.” 

Her mother’s illness has also given 
Shannon time to let her know how she 
feels about her. 

When a family member suffers 
from an extended illness, Shannon 
said, “you're able to have some time 
to express to them how you feel so you 
don’t have the regrets you might oth- 
erwise have.”

In another demonstration, karate 
students showed observers how to 
defend against an attacker from be- 
hind. 

Amy Reber, a 21-year-old junior 
anthropology major from Antioch, 
Calif., portrayed the victim. She de- 
seribed the moves she applied to her 
opponent. 

The first move is an elbow jab into 
the offenders’ gut, she said. 

This is followed by a strong separa- 
tion move. “I had to pull away from 
the attacker with all my might,” Re- 
ber said. 

Reber’s attacker started at her 
with punches so she countered with 
karate blocks which appeared similar 
to the “wipe on - wipe off’ technique 
from the movie “The Karate Kid.” 

She then thrust a side-kick to the 
offender’s knee. 
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Reber finished the job with a jab 
toward the attacker’s neck and a kiai. 
“Kiai is the warrior cry one makes to 
maximize power and to scare the op- 
ponent,” York said. 

York said Bobby Lawrence, BYU 
martial arts director, believes that 
BYU’s karate program is one of the 
best. 

“Provo is the western mecca of the 
martial arts,” York said. 

Trefethem and Reber agreed 
karate gives them confidence to de- 
fend themselves and is good mental 
and physical exercise.

Four years ago, Perry was diag- 
nosed with Ewing’s Sarcoma, a type 


of cancer normally found in children. 


He has undergone intensive 
chemotherapy, and is now at the point 
where any more would kill him. Doc- 
tors think a bone marrow transplant 
will get rid of the reoccurring tumor 
once and for all, said Laurel Kirkham, 
Perry’s sister. 

“The insurance will not cover the 
transplant because it is an experimen- 
tal procedure,” she said. 

Perry said at first he asked for do- 
nations from family and friends, but 
because of the overwhelming amount 
of money to be raised in a short period 
of time, they have resorted to benefit 
concerts. 

“Davison has been great to help us 
out with this,” Perry said. “He volun- 
teered to do this on his own, and has 
helped us raise a considerable amount 
of money.” 

Because the transplant has to be 
done while Perry is in remission, he 
only has three or four months to raise 
the money and get the transplant 
when remission starts. Unfortu- 
nately, no one knows when that will 
be, he said. 

Cheney performed a benefit con- 
cert in Layton that was quite success- 
ful, raising almost $30,000 for Perry’s 
transplant. 

“We almost sold out the concert, 
even with very little publicity, but we 
still have a long way to go,” Cheney 
said.

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Lack of BYU intensity 
drops gymnasts to 4th

The BYU women’s gymnastics 
team did not meet its expectations in 
its fourth-place finish at the Midwest 
Regionals Saturday night at the 
Huntsman Center. 

Seven teams competed at region- 
als. The University of Utah placed 
first, breaking an NCAA record, with 
a team score of 197.075.

Cattermole attributed the Cou- 
gar’s poor performance to a recent 
lack of intensity at practices. “We did 
what we did in workout — you don’t 
work for it, you don’t get it,” Catter- 
mole said. “I saw it coming.” 

Cougar senior gymnast Shauna 
Mertz said a few members on the 
team weren’t having good practices, 


but the majority of the team was prac- 
ticing as well as they always did. 

“T don’t know what happened,” se- 
nior gymnast Tammy Packard said. 
“This is the third year we’ve choked 
at regionals — it’s kind of sad.” 

When Mertz was asked what went 
wrong for BYU at the meet she said, 
“It’s always hard to pinpoint it.” 

Mertz said the lower scores could 
have partially been caused because 
BYU began the regional competition 
on the beam. 

“It’s hard to start out on the beam,” 
Mertz said. 

Cattermole said thé beam is usually 
BYU’s best event. 

“We didn’t work beam like we were 
the least bit proud of what we were 
doing.”

students were attacked by a group of 
white fraternity brothers. 

Following the attack, more than 
600 people staged a protest and sit-in, 
calling for an end of racism at ASU. 

Three years later the issue has 
come to a head. 

On January 17 of this year, 20 black 
students wearing ski masks stormed 
and barricaded a building on campus 
in an attempt to protest the lack of a 
university policy towards the de- 
creasing numbers of minority faculty. 

Five arrests and another large on- 
campus demonstration resulted from 
the incident. 

These problems have prompted the 
Arizona Board of Regents to set mi- 
nority recruitment goals and have led 
to an increased dialogue between the 
disgruntled students and university 
officials. 

ASU’s student body is made up of 
13.6 percent minority students, 2.4 
percent of which are black. 

“There is a finite number of black 
students available from Arizona 
schools. Any increase would have to

Art Carter, dean of Student Life and 
advisor to the African-American 
Coalition at ASU, told an Arizona 
State University State Press re- 
porter. 

The meetings between the minor- 
ity students and university staff have 
focused around trying to develop cul- 
tural awareness programs and 
classes. 

The problem seems to be coming up 
with the money to fund the cultural 
awareness programs that minority 
groups feel are needed on campus. 

“Already we do not have enough 
programs in practice to do what is 
necessary to educate students in cul- 
tural diversity,” Natilie Young, vice 
president of the African American 
Coalition told a State Press reporter. 

Lattie Coor, ASU President, says 
he is unsure what programs will get 
pinched by budget cuts, but hopes to 
keep cultural awareness programs a 
high priority at ASU. 

Funding isn’t the only obstacle cul- 
tural awareness has to overcome at 
ASU. 

A music video by Public Enemy and 
recruiting by the Ku Klux Klan have 
created more problems on campus. 

The video, which depicts the mur- 
der of an unnamed Arizona governor, 
is a protest against Arizona not hav- 
ing a holiday in honor of Martin 
Luther King Jr. Critics of the video 
point out that King preached non-vio- 
lence and that the video blatantly ad- 
voeates violence, as well as the over- 
throw of government. 

ASU student Nichet Smith told the 
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State Press he didn’t see the video 
that way.“This is the ’90s. Let us do 
what we have to do to get our point 
across. 

“Let other people see how it feels to 
always be threatened and have to live 
with that fear.” 

In March, the KKK distributed 
fliers around campus hoping to re- 


cruit ASU students to their organiza- 
tion. 

Few students were recruited by 
the group, but minority leaders were 
not surprised by their presence on 
campus. 

“It’s very unnerving, but they 
didn’t have much luck recruiting col- 
lege students, Luke Mayes, head of 
the ASU Hispanic organization, El 
Concillo, told a State Press reporter. 
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7 killed by former lowa grad student

On Nov. 1, in 19 minutes of pandemonium, the 
lives of seven individuals were taken at the Univer- 

sity of Iowa in Iowa City. 

At 3:42 p.m., during a meet- 
ing of the space physics theory 
group, Gang Lu, a former 
graduate student of U, stood 
up and shot three of the 
group’s members in Van Allen 
Hall. 

Lu walked down one floor, 
shot the physics department 
chair, then returned to the 
room where the group had 

been meeting and shot one of the three victims 
again, several times. 

Lu walked over to another building, Jessup Hall, 
about two and one-half blocks distance from the 
first building, and shot two more people. 

Lu entered another building, apparently looking 
for additional victims. 

Lu’s final act was to take his own life. His body 
was found at 4:01 p.m. 

Christoph K. Goertz, professor of physics; 
Dwight R. Nicholson, physics department chair 
and professor of physics; Robert Alan Smith, asso- 
ciate professor of physics; Linhua Shan, a research 
investigator in the physics department and previ- 
ous colleague of Lu’s; and T. Anne Cleary, associate 
vice president for academic affairs were killed. 

Miya Sonya Sionson, a part-time receptionist for 
Cleary, was the only survivor in the group at- 


tacked. She remains paralyzed from the neck down. 

Many questions regarding the motive remain 
unanswered. However, information has been 
pieced together to help in the understanding of this 
tragedy. 

Lu had apparently been planning his deed for 
quite some time. 

He filed for and received a gun permit in May 
1991. In July, he purchased the gun used in the 
killings. 

Lu also wrote several letters to news organiza- 
tions and family members. 

Although the contents of the letters haven’t been 
released to the public, those investigating the case 
have released some of the information contained in 
them. 

Lu had received his Ph.D. in physics from UI in 
May. 

He was considered one of the brightest students 
in the department, but he had been unable to find a 
job. 

Also contributing to Lu’s actions were the criti- 
cisms of his dissertation during his thesis defense, 
which Goertz, Smith and another professor had 
conducted. 

The nomination of Shan by Nicholson for the 
D.C. Spriestersbach Prize, a university award 
given to a science student only once every three 
years also bothered Lu. 

Lu had filed a complaint with the university to 
protest Nicholson’s nomination of Shan, but he felt 
he was treated unfairly by those who had reviewed 
the complaint. 

Cleary was one of those who had reviewed the 
complaint. 


Only Sioson was an unintended victim. 

Five and a half months later, students and fac- 
ulty are still struggling to deal with the situation. 

Joanne Fritz, director of university relations at 
UI, said, “It has been difficult for everyone, specif- 
ically to those in the physics and astronomy depart- 
ments. It seemed to really strike at the heart.” 

Jennifer Kelly, student body president of UI at 
the time of the shootings, said counseling services 
were set up almost immediately for both students 
and faculty although the “majority of students 
dealt with the situation on their own.” 

“T think the biggest problem was that everyone 
suddenly felt very vulnerable. It made us all ques- 
tion a lot of things we had taken for granted,” Kelly 
said. 

Jessica Davidson, a reporter for The Daily 
Iowan, was in her Russian class in Jessup Hall at 
the time of the shootings. In an article printed 
Nov. 2, Davidson wrote about what happened dur- 
ing the shooting. 

“Does this happen a lot?” the Russian professor 
asked. Davidson responded, “Oh, no, it doesn’t 
happen here.” 

“But it did happen here. And it happens in Wa- 
terloo, and it happens in Chicago and in New York, 
and it happens in Ireland and in Yugoslavia and in 
China,” she wrote. 

She wrote, “So what do I want? I don’t know, but 
at the final update of five dead and two critically 
wounded, my chills are getting worse.” 
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Miass vaccination held at Illinois

In the last year, the University of 
Illinois at 
Champaign-Ur- 
bana had two 
deaths caused 
by meningococ- 
cemia, a type of 
meningitis caus- 
ing vaccinations 
to be offered to 
all students en- 
rolled this 
semester. 
According to 
an article in the News Gazette, an 
Urbana newspaper, seven U of I stu- 
dents were struck with meningococ- 
cemia in a one-year time period, 
February 1991 to February 1992 and 
two of the victims died. 

Judith Rowan, associate chancellor 
for public affairs at Illinois, said the 
two deaths occurred last February. 
The university didn’t have any more 
cases until the following September, 
but four cases followed, one in each 
consecutive month. She said this in- 


fluenced the Center for Disease Con- 
trol to advise a mass inoculation. 

The article said U of I officials 
urged the undergraduate population 
to get vaccinations to prevent con- 
tracting the disease. “The most im- 
portant thing members of the at-risk 
population can do to protect them- 
selves against this disease is to be 
vaccinated,” Stan Levy, U of I vice 
chancellor for student affairs, said in 
the article. 

In an article published in The Daily 
Illini, U of I’s student newspaper, 
meningococcemia was defined as “ a 
rare but potentially fatal bacterial in- 
fection that can lead to meningitis, 
the inflammation of the meninges, or 
membranes surrounding the brain 
and spinal cord.” 

Imrey said the connection lies “be- 
tween meningococcemia and crowded 
conditions, and the disease and res- 
piratory irritation from tobacco 
smoke.” Other risk factors include 
youth, respiratory illnesses, extreme 
fatigue and poor nutrition. 

The article said Menomune, the 
vaccination, was administered by jet- 
gun which operates on air pressure so 


even those with a fear of needles 
would get the shot. The $150,000 cost 
of the mass inoculation for up to 
40,000 people was absorbed by U of 
I’s McKinley Health Center. 

The only side effects of Menomune 
are redness, slight pain where the 
shot was administered, and a possibil- 
ity of fever. The vaccination lasts for 
about three years. 

Another event that pushed admin- 
istrators to get the students vacci- 
nated was a meningococcemia death 
at Eastern Illinois University in 
Charleston, Ill., which Rowan said 
was not related the cases at UI. 

The article said the Center for Dis- 
ease Control was trying to find a com- 
mon factor of the students that would 
perhaps tell why there was such a 
large outbreak. 

At the time these articles were 
printed, another article in the Daily 
Illini examined the attitudes of stu- 
dents. Bill Theisen was quoted as say- 
ing, “One person dying is too many.” 

Now Theisen says he still feels the 
same way about the mass inoculation. 
He said the fear of contracting menin- 
gitis has decreased. 


Fraternity songbook leads UCLA news

A fraternity songbook detailing 
violent sex acts upon women raised 
campus conflict and media interest 
at the University of California at 
Los Angeles this semester. The 
songbook headlined local and uni- 
versity newspapers for weeks. 

Phi Kappa Psi representatives 
said the songs are a joke. Campus 
administrators and other fraterni- 
ties said they are angry about the 
image the songs give UCLA and the 

Greek fraternity system. Feminists say they aren’t being 
taken seriously and are threatening to sue. 

The Phi Kappa Psi fraternity’s songbook was left 
anonymously in the office of UCLA’s feminist news- 
magazine, Together, in February. Together printed an 
editorial condemning the songs and questioning both the 
university’s and the fraternity’s commitment to rape 
awareness. 

The Daily Bruin, UCLA’s campus newspaper, printed 
the complete lyrics of four of the songs in its March 4 issue. 

In a front page Daily Bruin article, Phi Kappa Psi 
fraternity president Chris Lee was quoted as saying, “The 
lyrics are a joke. They are so exaggerated that it is ridicu- 
lous to say these songs promote violence against women.” 

Manny Lopez, a student government representative 
and Phi Kappa Psi member, was quoted as saying, “I don’t 
think [the songs] promote abuse against women at all. The 


problem is that people don’t understand the spirit in which 
they’re sung. The songs are only sung within the physical 
structure of Phi Psi.” 

Like most universities, sororities and fraternities spon- 
sor most of the social activities at UCLA. Chancellors 
announced that they will be meeting with representatives 
from all affiliated UCLA fraternities to determine how to 
deal with the songbook. 

Affiliated fraternities receive university funding. Some 
of the fraternities feel they are being punished for some- 
thing they didn’t do. 

“T feel like the fraternity system as a whole should not 
take the blame for the actions of one fraternity which isn’t 
even affiliated,” said Frank Kang, a member of Lambda 
Chi Alpha and justice for the Interfraternity Council, in 
the Daily Bruin. 

Phi Kappa Psi is still seeking reaffiliation with UCLA 
but has yet to receive a recommendation from one of its 
alumni advisers. 

Campus feminists said the university has missed the 
point. “The administration isn’t taking us seriously,” 
Moreland was quoted as saying. In the March 4 article, 
Moreland said she does not advocate censorship but will 
seek legal action against the fraternity. 

Phi Kappy Psi purchased a half-page ad for an open 
letter of apology for the songbook. The letter, in the 
March 12 issue of the Daily Bruin, states “Phi Kappa Psi 
has never condoned nor advocated violence, sexism or 
intolerance. 

Our reorganization of our pledge and brother training 
demonstrates our commitment to teach and practice our 
ideals of tolerance and respect for others.” 
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But, some try passing off second-rate stones and
